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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18, 33-35 and 37-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "meniscus defining a fluid 
depth above the edge of he nozzle opening equal to about 1 to 15% of the nozzle 
opening width" in combination with the rest of the limitations on claim 1. 

Claims 2-18, 33-35 and 37-55 are allowed due to their dependency on base 
claim 1 .

These orifices are manufactured to be non- 
circular and opposite each other about a midpoint in between. 
5. Kazama et al (US Patent 6,511,156) discloses a nozzle plate for an ink-jet head 
comprising a flat plate member which defines an ink blow-out surface on one main 
surface thereof and has a plurality of nozzles penetrating at predetermined positions.
